Qvenec, Feb, 1.—Quebeo is again in 
tiptop order- after the last storm. The 
flags on the ico fort and redoubts have 
beon replaced and a general toilet bas 
been given to the different exhibitions 
about town. The city streets have been 
cleared of snow banks and of all signs of 
the Inst terrific storm. The atroets are 
astir with thousands of ntrangers visiting 
the illaminated monuments of ice, the 
Esquimanx huts, the sugary and ropre- 
sontations of establishments of gone-by 
centuries, 

Yooterday tho mombora of the Press 
Committee assombled ut the Garrison 
Club, where they had invited the mombera 
of the press from America and Canada to 
alunch, Two ladies honored the hoapit 
able occasion by their presence, They 
wore Miss Garrison, of tho Chicago Tri- 
bune, and Faith Fenton, of the Toronto 
Empire. Among the invited were: Spoak- 
er Leblano, of the Provincial House; Jules 
Tessier, M.P.P., and. probably Quebec's 
future Mayor; Mr. Faucher de St. Mau- 
rice, an eminent writer and soldier; N. 
Levasseur, Secretary of the Quebeo Board 
of Trade and Consul to Portugal. 

President L. Z. Joncas, of the Press 
Carnival Committee, proposed tho health 
of the Queen, This was drunk in silence, 
but with the greatest respect. The next 
tonst was that of the Governor-General, 
Lord Aberdeen, This was hailed with en- 
thusiasm.

It 
wae imninly through Father Willeems ef- 
forts that the Belgian settloment of Braux- 
elles was built up and made so prosperous 
as it is to-day, 
» _ Mr. Chapman, professor of minerology 
| in the Toronto University, is in town on 
business with the Government.

They are willing to 
accepta cut in wages, but demand the 
retention of old contracts providing that 
no employes be discharged without cause, 
nnd that men be promoted according to 
age in the service, providing that they are 
competent, Now that the Union Pacific 
bas ordsred the abrogation of similar con- 
tracts, the men say they may fedorate 
with the Northern and Union Pacific em- 
ployes and make a united demand for the 
retention of contracts. In the event of a 
failure théy threaten to tie up the system 
and paralyze the traffic of the Northwest. 
Should a general atrike be declared some 
say the Canadian Pacific and Great Nor- 
thern will also be tied up to help the 
brotherhood to force the Northern and 
Union Pacific to come to terms,

THE CLOSE OF THE DEBATE. 


How the Wilson Bill Stands tn Ite Pres- 
ont Shape as Affecting Canada. 

Wasutnoron, Feb, 1,—The great tariff 
debate in the House will close with 
speeches from a trio of the best known 
members of that body. 

At the conolusion of those spesohes cer- 
tain of the amendments to the bill will be 
yoted upon, after which will come the 
crucial test of the bill’s popalarity—the 
vote on its adoption. Notwithstanding 
the opposition to the measure which exists 
among certain Democrats of the House,sit 
is expected by friends that the bill will 
AK majority of not less than twenty, 
and possibly as high as forty votes. 

In {te present shape the bill.ehows the 
following features, which are principally 
of Canadian interest :— 

The duty on all live animals under this 
bill will be 20 per cent. ad valorem, 

Barley 20; malt will be taxed 30 per 
cent. ad valorem. 

Butter will pay 4 cents per pena 

Potatoes 10 cents per bushel. 

Cheese 25 per cent. ad valorem. 

Hay $2 per ton. 

Brandy and other spirits distilled from 
grain, $1.80 per gallon. 

The following artfoles are all on the free 
list:—Eggs, apples (green or ripe), cur- 
rants, peas. (green or in bulk, sacks, or 
barrels), fresh milk, plonghs, harrows, 
harvesters, reapers, drills, planters, mow- 
ors, cultivators, horse rakes and threshing 
machines, coal of all kinds, iron ore, nickel, 
salt (all kinds, whether in bulk, bags, or 
barrels), timber of all kinds (whether 
rough, hewn or sawed, including shingles, 
clapboards, stayes, hubs for wheels), and 
wool. 

The average reduction in the taxation of 
articles on datiable list is about 20 per 
cent, ad valorem, while the free Ist has 
been increased over 100 per cent. 

Of course the schedule may be entirely 
obanged when the bill comes before the 
Senate.

SWEEPING DEMOCRAT VICTORY

Wasutnaton, Feb, 2,—One of the larg: 
ent Assemblies ever gathored in the House 
of Reprosontatives was presont yesterday. 
Hundroda of ladien occupied soats upon 
the floor while tho galleries were crowded 
to suffocation, and thousands were in the 
corridors unable to gain admission. 

Tho British Miniator and the members 
of his family ocoupied seata in. the diplo: 
matic gallory, Thoro was not half-a dozen 
abavnt members, 

Promptly at noon ex-Spenkor Reed arose 
to close the debate for the Republicans, 
Ho wns vooiforously cheored for fully five 
minutes, He mada tho ableat speech of 
his life. Ho reviewed the history of pro- 
tootion, saying it might safely be assumed 
that a country which in thirty years has 
become the richest country in the world, 
and which during all that period was o 
paradise for laboring men, doos not need 
H to buy any dubions exporiments, He con- 

tonded that the conditions oxisting in this 
country and in England when she adopted 
free trado had nothing in common, In 
England manufactures had outgrown her 
consumption and could not exist on Eng- 
| lish patronage alone, 

Judge Crisp paid considerable attention 
to Mr, Reed's argument, Ho said ho know 
that hore and thore somo benighted Re- 
publican believed that the foreigner paid 
the duty, but the trath was that the idea 
had beon exploded 30 or 40 years ago and 
was ono of the long line of positions which 
had been abandoned ono after the other by 
the advocates of protective system. In 
1892, said Mr. Crisp, there were imported 
into the United States $18,000 worth of 
cotton goods, the duty on which was 
$21,000, If the foreigner paid tho tax, 
then foreigners paid $21,000 for the privi- 
lege of selling ¥13,000 worth of goods in 
the United States aud the foreigner paid 
the freight (Democratic laughter.) (In- 
consistoucies in the minority report were 
further doveloped by Mr. Crisp, accom- 
panied by the remark that he '‘ Had never 

nown @ Republican in making a tariff act 
to be restrained by the idea of inconslat- 
enoy.” 

The effect of the lowering of duties on 
lumber and sugar was claimed by the 
Republicans to be no change in the prices 
of lumber but a fall in the prices of sugar. 
All sunshine and prosperity, the speaker 
said, was claimed for the protective tariff; 
but when there are strikes in protected 
industries, when gaunt famine stalke 
abroad in the land, then you charge these 
upon the shadow of reduced daties by the 
Wilson bill, ‘You cannot thus escape,” 
declared Mr, Crisp, ‘from the responsibil- 
ity for conditions which are clearly the 
result of your own policy,” 

Mr, Crisp referred to Mr, Reed's argn- 
ment on the topic of free labor, stating 
that-he would have the temerity to enter 
the list against him, Mr, Reed had paid 
that the emigrant did not bring bis foreign 
rate of wages with him. That was true, 
said Mr. Crisp, with the exception of the 

eople from China, There they had en- 
Joye for centuries a system of protection 
which had resulted in the production of a 
class of workmen against whom the United 
States was compelled to raise the barrier 
of restriction. If the gentleman wants us 
to look upon the full effects of a policy of 
attempting to grow rich by trading among 
themselves we point them to China. (Ap: 
plause ) 

‘The speaker pointed out the various 
changes of argument advanced by protec- 
tive advocates in support of the tariff 
system. For thirty years, said Mr. Crisp, 
the Democratic party had been endeayoring 
to regain power. They held out to the 
people the promise and hope of reduced 
taxation aud after full and free argument 
the péople entrusted them with power to 
effect their promises, The bill brought in 
here may not be an ideal bill; every gen- 
tleman on this side may find objection to 
some detail of it. ‘* But with a unanimity 
remarkable under existing conditions we 
on this side have decided that this bill is 
astep in the right direction and that we 
will support it,” (Applause.) 

Mr. Wilson (Dem., West Virginia), who 
closed the debate, said the old arguments 
had been advanced which have always been 


aa,

advanced against every movement of pro- 
gress and reform. And they have not been 
stronger or more forceful, more attractive 
or effective, than in the past. I wish to 
remind the gentleman from Maine (Reed) 
that we have grown great and haye pros 
pered and have increased in numbers and 
bare increased in wealth, not because of 
protection, but because no law of Congreas 
can stand in the way of history's progress. 
(Democratic applause, You may frame

‘The motion to recominit was then defeat- 
ed by a vote of 103 to 177, the announce: 
ment of the vote being greeted with loud 
applause, 

‘The Speaker then put the question, 
“Shall this bill pass?” and the yeas and 
nays being demanded cn this the roll was 
called, amid the most intense interest on 
the floor and in the galleries, As the 
names of the doubtful Democrats were 
reached and they voted ‘‘Aye” or “No,” 
applause, cheers and sometimes good- 
natured bantering followed their votes. 
The greatest applause followed Mr, Cock- 
ran’s vote of “Aye.” When the names of 
Mr. Wilson and the Speaker were called 
great cheering greeted their answers of 
“Aye.” The Populists all voted for the 
bill except Mr. Newlands (Nev,) 

The vote was announced as follows; 

The bill was declared 
passed, with a wild shouting from the 
floor and galleries, 


Secretary Carlislo's Authority,

Wasutnoton, Feb, 8.—In the Senate 
the resolution of Senator Stewart, denying 
the right of the Secretary of the Treasury 
to issne bonds, which became the subject 
for discussion during the morning hour 
several days ago, yesterday succeeded in 
side-tracking éverything else. Mr, Vilas 
(Dem., Wis.,) ocoupying almost the entire 
afternoon in defence of the treasury. 

Mr. Quay gave notice ofan amendment 
he intended to offer to the tariff bill, which 
provides for the free coinage of silver 
under the act of February 28, 1878, the 
purchase of gold bullion and the issuance 
of forty year treasury notes bearing low 
interest, all of which promises to renew 
the financial discussion of the extra 
acesion.

with imperial plate, and laden’ with’ the 
rareat ai ments, and a-blush with the 
costliest wines: and when the second course 
of the feast came it was found’ that the

All Americans in the city are rejoicing 
over Rear Admiral Bonham's decisive ac- 
tion in behalf of United States commeroe, 
The British Minister cabled partioulare 
concerning the incident ta the London 
Foreign Office, Persons aympathizing with 
tho insurgents are bitter toward the Amori- 
can commander, ‘They say that he acted 
solely in the intoreat of President Peixoto, 
and otherwise misrepresented his course.

The Great Atructure That Was Opened 
February 1, 1804, 


The Rollsfontaine Bridge is compléted 
and is ready for traffic, Thé falue work 
has beon removed and only tho piling ra: | 
mains, Perhaps few bolts and rivets are 
yet to be pnt in, but that does not affect 
tho stability of the groat enginoering work, 
nod the dike around the firat of the river , 
piors on the St. Charles county side is not 
yet oomplote. These aro minor details, | 
and no far ag the bridge is concerned {t is 
open for traffic. 

The bridge {a « beauty and atands in its 
majeaty, strong and grand, with its long 
Viaduct, the atill longer trostle and rites 
of high ombankment on the Missouri 
Point, while on tho south it strikes the 
Belletontaine Blafty fairly in the face, yet 
only adds to tho natural beanty of the 
scene, From ite height, aa trom the bluffs 
which it touohes, ma mn ® far-réach~ 
ing vista of beautiful nery exteniling 
from the Bellefontaine to the Alton Bluffs, 
spreading over the bottom land« of the 
“Point” and giving a view of both the 
Misdissippi and Missouri rivers for miles 
up and down the streama. 

The Bollofontaine Bridge fe a high, 
doublo-track ntracture, consisting of four 
mln spans over the river proper, each span 
being 440 foot ey and ie connected with 
4 stool viaduct 860 feot in length, to which 
is added 2,900 fect of high wooden trestle 
connecting with the embankment, This 
latter will to time be filled in, The pliers 
are of Bedford Mmestone resting upon 
pheumatio caissons sunk in bedrock, the 
aay dopth attained being 101.87 feot 

low low water mark, The vinduct rosts 
on 27 pairs of brick plora made of vitrified 
paving brick and redting on stone founda 
tions with a substrate of conor Twenty- 
eight spans complete the viaduct, each 
being 80 feet and 4 inches long. ‘Thid last 
work was done by the Penooyd Iron Com- 
pany of Pencoyd, Pa, while the material 
for the bridge proper was fornoished by 
the New Jersey Iron and Steel Company 
of Trenton. N. J.,,and erected by William 

Botrd of Pittsburg, Pa. The bridge iw ex: 
oceptionally atrong and calculated for fast

ApRit.—Oyril is down with fover, | was 
up most of the night with him. He tried 
to shake it off but in vain, we soon found 
he was in for another a'tack of remittent 
fever, vomiting for three or four days, then 
a day of slight rest, followed by a night of 
intense ayony- I tricd almost everything 
to stop the vomiting. Sime things re«! 
lievcd for atime but soon lost their power, 
At last I tried hydropathy treatment, and 
gave hot water, two tabl> spcons every 
five minutes for six hours, which J might 
sayocured him. He was very week but 
thank God after nine days battling, the 
fever left him. He looked like a ghost 
and it was really aa exertion for him to 
speak, ‘Tre great difficulty now was to 
regain str ngth aad able to digest 
nutritious food proper 1 was thauk “ul 
for a little gias' milk and = me custird 
powder that was sent to us. Do not bother 
to send any food, for when we are 10 
health we can manage on cu- native fare, 
but if you send anything let it be for times 
of iiness and convalescence, for th.t is 
the time wefecl sorely in need of home 
luxuries ; but praise God, ouc physician of 
both bi dy aud soul was cn hand and was 
pleased to help us. Our aaily meetings 
with the children is one of our little 
“springs in the wilderness,” also the 
children’s meeting at che village where 
beiween 60 and 60 attesid. I preserved 
some native fruit with héney, also pickles 
from native cncumbere. ‘To-day we had 
roast spire ribs, Bo:toa beans, and dress- 
ing, 6lso co;n-meal ped ling for dinner (a 
royal feast for Kayoogus.) 1 boughta 
large straw hat from ourgardene:,made by 
himself of red anc write straw, so I don’t 
need to sena home for any hats now, 
White ants and rats are very destructive, 
nor can you imagine what trouble one can 
have with native mid houses. - 

May.—lIf Christiana at home only had 
time to real ze our position out here ard 
what cheer and comfort a letter really is 
to us, they would try and seek more often 
an opportunity to write us. O—. andl 
have been jogging along trying to do all 
we can. Over work has brought gn ‘evers 
bit please clo not blanje us, for are we nob 
trying to fill, or partially so, oye own 
cornets and of those who ought to be here 
and ae no:? Oh the sight of these perish- 
ing peopie, who have nevor heard the 
sound of Jesus’ n-me, make our hearts 


to save. What are three of us 
among so many ? We sadly feel 
the need of fellow _ workers. 
Kasupa, one of our boys, got tired of being 
here and returaed to his village. He did 
not like to work but did like lotsof clothes, 
So of course the two could not go tegether, 
Our boxes have not reached us from hom: 
yet, out we will see them some day, clothes 
for children are always acceptable, 
JWNE.—We can now boast of a fire 
place made out of sun dried bricks, Oyril 
had taught some natives to make out of 
olay, They are fine for work of that kind. 
An Ocumbuudu has been in with some 
rice ; we hope to purchase it and be able 
to grow ithere. lt is awful to witness the 
number of slaves in the passing caravans, 
A sight we will not soon forget met our 
eyes not long ago, Boys ard girls were 
ticd together in threes and fours by ropes 
arouod their necks, C, and”Mr, Shindler 
told them of their cruelty, Last month 
we were ablo to redecty a poorslave girl 
eiptured in Samba country. She had 
been cruelly treated and unable to go on 
aoy further. We find she is a daughter 
of King Msidi of Garaugauze and that her 
mother fled to the Samba couutry at the 
time of his death. We have heavy storms 
hore but we dv not hear of damage done 
by lightning. Oyril has been purifying 
some bees wax for making some candles 
and if we do not get more we will socn 
have to sit in the dark. The Queen is on 
‘ts good terms as ever with us, We have 
a meeting every Sunday in Lovale at the 
capitul, save when her majesty sends out 
word that “she is dead d:uak, come to- 
morrow” (from honey beer), we then go 
some where else, The Conyo Bree State 
we can reach in five day march, Bishop 
Taylor's mission is probably some 700 or 
800 miles distant from us. The Queen is 
here ask ng for anotherdress. I told her 
“if she wanted a present she ought to 
send ou; men for us and bring in our loads 
for you had sent a dress from Canada for 
her.” This pleased her much but she 
wanted a dress now as the one we had 
given her before, the rats bad eaten into, 
and she was going over to her son's village 
at the Zambesi so I gave her a wrapper 
ard she was highly pleased. 
JuLy,—Sacimyama,who has been made 
chief ot a village not far from here, hos 
been plundering a poor Lunda village close 
beside his place and captured nineteen 
people whom he has made hisslayes. Oh 
this slave business is heart-rending— 
might is right‘n this country as in the 
case of many people at home, only I sup 
pose might ought to be money, but some 
day God will change the order of things. 
We are getting along very well with the 
language. Cyril has made an attempt 
anJ translated the paraole of the sower ; 
and here is the chorus of *‘Jesus loves me,” 
n Lovale

Labor Conference in Manchester. 


Lonnon, Feb, 5.—The conference of the 4 


Independent labor party ended in Man- 
chester on Saturday. James Kier-Hardie, 
M.P., presided over the final session. A 
motion that the conference repudiate all 
sympathy and relations with the anarch- 
ists was the beginning of a heated dis- 
cussion, Kier-Hardie participated in it 
tosay that it would not do to call one 
another names, and that while anarchist 
and socialist methods differed it might be 
that the anarchists were mors zealous than 
other reformers, Eventually the motion 
was amended so as to declare that, inas- 
much as constitutional methods were 
remedying the condition of the working- 
men, the independent labor party would 
not ally itself with any party adopting 
other methods, 


Riots in London, 

Lonvon, Feb. 5.—A sharp encounter 
took piace on Saturday in front of St. 
Paul's Cathedral between the police and a 
body of unemployed Jews. About 250 
ldle Jews marched to the cathedral and 
attempted to enter. The police drove 
them back, the crowd resisting. The 
police were compelled to use their batons, 
and 12 of the riotous crowd were injured 
to such an extent that it was deemed best 
to send them to the hospital for treatment, 
Repulsed at the cathedral the crowd pro- 
ceeded to Trafalgar Square, where an im: 

ortant meeting was held. Three of the 
speakers who addressed the crowd had 
blood-stained bandages about their head, 


Religious Troubles in Crete,

Panm, Feb, 6.—Auguste Vaillant, the 
anarchist who was guillotined yostorday 
for throwing the bomb in the Chamber of 
Deputies, wont to his death with o re- 
markable courage. On the steps of the 
guillotine, historic in the annala of Paris 
as the machine from whose sharp blado 
has ron the blood of many a brave French- 
mau, from tho noblesse and canaille, the 
anarchist showed no indication or tromor 
of fear, He died as ho had lived, and no 
priest paved the fatal path with the solace 
of spiritual ministration. 

When they went for him Vaillant was 
sleeping. He was awakened and told to 
prepare for death He appeared to be 
furprised, and began to reiterate the 
thoorfos he advanced before the Assizo 
Court, He declared that, though it was 
easy to suppress him, it was impossible to 
suppress anarchist ideas, ‘'My “body is 
nothing,” he added, “compared with the 
progress of my principles. I shall be re: 
venged,”” 
| Vaillant was perfectly calm, and dis- 
| played no fear whatever to the end. He 
would not see the chaplain, declined wine, 
‘ and, notwithstanding hia shacklos, walked 
\ unaided to his doom, tn 

The precautions taken by the authorities 

, to prevent any anarchist demonstration at 

the guillotine were perfect, and many of 

, the crowd that had gathered to witness the 

exeontion, finding that the guarda pre- 

vented them from seeing anything, left the 
vicinity of the Roquette prison, 

As Vaillant appeared outside the prison 
wearing only a shirt and trousers, 
everybody barod their hoads and the troops 
prewentel arms to salute him who was 
ooked upon as already dead. Vaillant 
advanced steadily until the guillotine was 
reached, when he sprang forward a little 
to shout ‘*Death to the bourgeoisie,” 
‘Long live anarchy.” As he shouted his 
last cry his voice resounded over the whole 
square, When he had finished he was 
abont three yards from the plank on which 
his body was to be fistened. It has been 
customary for the executioners to push the 
condemned criminals against this plank, 
but as Vaillant reached it he sprang for- 
ward and placed himself againstit. The 
plank dropped, and in a shorter time than 
it takes to write it Vaillant’s neck slipped 
under the glistening knife and the moment 
he was in position Diebler touched the 
spring. There was a flash and the heavy 
blade descended, and then the spectators 
saw « head and a bleeding stump of a neck 
drop into the basket. 

Many persons were standing on the roofs 
of houses from which a view of the guillo- 
tine could be had.

THE HATCHET BURIED. 


The Canadian Pacific and Northern Pacific 
Come to an Agreement, 

Taooma, Wash., Feb, 6.—The first 
official announcement of the agreement 
regarding passenger rates between the 
Northern Canadian Union and Southern 
Pacific and Great Northern roads was 
made public yesterday by a high Northern 
Pacific official.

The Decline of Molasses. 

Old-fashioned molasses, the gennine, 
dark brown, saccharine, delicious adjunct

Ho Will Introdifve a Prohibitory Measure 
the Seasion 


Howling the Decision 
of the Courts If fle Be Then 
at the Head of the 
Cabinet. 


Tononto, Fob. 7,—Yesterday tho pro- 
hibitionista of the province mot in conven 
tion here, represented by delegates from 
tho different districta to a large number. , 
Noticonbly among the workers assembled 
were the ‘Advanced Prohibitionists,”’ 
who are by far the most active workers in 
the cause. d 

The convention ia without doubt one of | 
great importance, The speakers spoke | 
with great oarnostness,,and were unani- 
mously of the opinion that the time for 
the advancement of their causo has ar 
rived, and that no dallying with interests 
foreign to the object in view would bo 
tolerated, 

A committee of the organization submit- 
ted the following resolution: 

That workers in every county, city, 
distrint and municipality be earnestly 
urged to take ateps to make their organi- 
zation permmanont, 

That prohibitionista make all possible 
effort to necure the nomination and elec- 
tion to the Local Legiilatare aud the 
House of Commons of such representa: 
tives and only such as aré known and 
ayowed probibitionists and who can be 
relied upon. 

"Phat a deputation be appointed to 
wait forthwith upon the Ontario Govern- 
wont and respectfully request them to? 
declare in favor of total prohibition of the 
traffic in intoxicating liqnor to the full 
extent of the power yested in tho Legisla- 
ture, 7 

‘That a deputation be appointed to 
wait upon the Dominion Government with 
the same object. ; 

“That the Government be memorialized 
to resist all attempts to secure the admis: 
sion of French wines on more favorable 
terms than at present, 

‘That the convention records ita high 
satisfaction with the harmony prevailing 
inthe ranks of the prohibitionists, and 
endorses the ‘call’ for a Dominion con- 
vention,” bs! 

Considerable discussion arose over the 
resolution, especially over the third clause. 

The report of the committee was finally 
adopted. 


A deputation from the conyention, com- | 


osed of nearly 100 persons, accordingly 
nterviewed the Mowat Government last 
night. . 
Mr, Mowat's Reply. 

When received by the Premier the de- 
putation put the question, us to whether, 
providing the courts granted the power, he 
would pledge himself to'introduce a pro- 
hibitory measure, Mr, Mowat replied: 

“If the decision of the Privy Council 
should be that the province has the jur- 
isdiction to pass a prohibitory liquor law 
4s respects the sale of intoxicating liquors, 
I will introduce'such a bill in the follow- 
ing session if I am at the head of the 
government. If the decision of the Privy 
Council is that the province has jurisdic: 
tion to pasa only a-partial prohibitory Taw, 
I will {utroduce such a prohibitory bill as 
the decision will warrant, 
partial prohibitory power is 86 limited as 
to be ineffective from a temperance stand- 
point.” 2 7

She Encounters Heavy Seas~Many of the 
Crew Are Injured. 


| Haurrax, Feb. 7,—Steamer Aspatria 

j} from Newport News bound to London 
came to Halifax yesterday after a battle 
with wind and waves, in which she came 
ont badly damaged and with almost every- 
body on board more or leas injuréd: 


| The wind blew with great force and the j 


seas washed clean over her, She rolled 
and pitched fearfally, and was finally hove 
down and seas carried away three of her 
| life boats and smashed another, leawing it 
in such condition as to be almost useless. 
It washed decks of almost everything 
moveable, carrying away steam pipes, 
steering gear, tearing tarpaulins off the 
hatches and qnantities got inty her cargo, 
wiich consisted of maize principally in 
bulk. Her rudder post was carried away 
and a portion of her radder broke off. « 
The gale lagted through the night, and 
sens were continually doing damage. 
When the terpanlin was torn off the 
| hatches, Capt, Bruhn. chief officer anda 
number of men attempted to seoure it. 
They got it dpwn, but had no wedges 
| handy; then a gost of wind lifted it and 
! almost took it away from them, but they 
secured it again, When an immense wave 
towered over the ship and falling jnst in 
front of where they were working, washed 
the vessel from stem to stera, carrying 
men with it slong the decks. They wero 
in various ; ositions, some of them feared 
their end had come, and one lad engaged 
in prayers, while others found themselyes 
| with such injuries that they conld hardly 
move. t 
Sapt. Brohn had three ribs broken, 
chief mate had bis head split open, while 
others were more or less braised, and one 
had a severe cut on top the head, from, 
which blood flowed freely, pouring down

UNITED STATES CONGRESS. 


The Reasons Why tho Tariff Will Recelve 
No Extended Hearings. 

Wasninaton, Feb, 7.—After the con- 
ference of the Democratic members of the 
Senate Finance Committee yesterday Sen 
ator Voorhees, ita chairman, gave out a 
prepared statement assigning the reaiona 
why the Democratic members have decided 
not. to have oxtended hearings, The state: 
ment {a in part as follows: 

Prompt and speedy action on pending 
tariff legislation is required at this time 
by every patriotic and business considera- 
tion, The majority of the Finance Com- 
mittee charged with the responsibility of 
the pending meature intend that no delay 
shall ocour which it is possible to avoid. 

It ie allidle pretence that any right is 
denied to anybody by the course the com- 
mittee has determined to take, We will 
yeport our bill to the Senate without delay 
and then full hearings will take place, 
Already more than a million circalara em- 
bracing interrogatories touching every 
branch of business known to the census of 
1890 baye been addressed to all our in- 
dustries, and abundant streams of in- 
formation are pouring in for use in the 
discussion in the Senate. In addition to 
this nearly all the protected manufactures 
were heard bef.re the Committees on Ways 
and Means of the House, and the testl- 
mony there taken in print ond in the 

asession of the Senate. The whole sub- 
ject is very familiar to the American mind 
and needs no further elucidation than a 
fall free debate, The country needs 
action, action.” 

As soon as the Republican members of 
the committee learned of the statement 
issued by Mr. Voorhees they decided to 
meet it with one giving the Republican 
point of view. The result of thoir talk 
was the following authorized statement: 

“The minority believe that all parties, 
farmers, workingmen, merchants, manu- 
facturers, importers and all others, whether 
for or agninst the bill, interested in the 
tates fixed by the House bill, rates of 
which they could have had no knowledge 
before the final yote in the House, should 
be heard upon matters so vitally affecting 
their interests. 

The right to be heard has never before, 
go far as we are aware, been denied to the 
American pechie by the Finance Com 
mittee of the United States Senate, and 
the minority of the committee believe that 
this extraordinary action on the part of 
the majority in refusing to give hearings 
fe both unwise and unjust and should be 
resisted by all parliamentary methods,

The 
chief of police has received a letter from 
Colonel Holmes, commanding the 6let 
Welsh regiment, stationed in India, stating 
that Wright, while he believed himself 
fatally ill, confessed tothe assault, Wright 
afterwards recovered, and Colonel Holmes 
wanted to enquire if Cartwright still lived, 
Cartwright died eighteen months ago, 
leaving a widow and two children.

Tho Action Dismissed 

Coulson vy. Danlap.—W. Nesbittt and 
Munro Grier, for the plaintiff, appealed 
from the jndgment of Armour, O. J., who 
tried the action at Picton, in favor of the 
defendent, Action bya creditor to set 
aside a voluntary conveyance bya hus- 
band to his wife. At the time the cuavey- 
ance was made the husband had only one 
creditor who got security for hiv debt, and 
gave his consent to the conveyance being 
made. The plaintiff contended that the 
fraudulentintent might be as to subsequent 
oreditors, such as the plaintiff 
himself, and was shown by the mere fact 
of the conveyance being made, Clute, Q. 
C., forthe defendant, contea. Appeal 
dismissed with costs, the court holding 
that an intent to defraud must have been 
shown to enable the plaintiff to succeed, 
and also aclassto be defrauded, If it 
had been shown that there was any inten- 
tion of incurring debts at the time the 
conveyance was made there might havo 
been a basis for the plainti'ffs argument, 
but no such intention was shown.

world more than about this world, Rey 
Dr. Talmage took for his subject:—''A 
Vision of Henven,” the text boing 


Exekiol 1, 1:—"Now it came to pass as I 
waa among the captives by the River of 
Chebar that the heavens were open and I 
naw visions of God.” 

Expatriated and in far exile on the banks 
of tho River of Chobar, an affluent of the 
Kupbratos, sat Ezoklol, It was thero he 
had an immortal dream, and it is given to 
unin the Holy Soriptares, He droamed 
of Tyro and Egypt, Ho droamed of 
Christ and the coming heaven. This exile, 
seated by that river Chebar, hod a more 
wonderful dream than you or I evor have 
had, or over will havo, ‘soated on the banks 
of the Huddon, or Alabama, or Oregon, or 
Thamos, or Tiber, or Danube. 

But we all have had memorable droams, 
nome of thesn when we were half asleep 
and half awake, so that we did not know 
whether they were born of shadow or sun: 
Nght; whether they wore thoughts lot 
loo and disarranged as in slumber, or tho 
{magination of faoultios awake. 

Suoh adrenm I bad this morning, It 
waa abous 5.80, and the day was broking. 
Tt was a droam of God; a dream of heaven 
Exokiol had his dream on the banka of the 
Chebar; I had my dream not far from the 
banks ofthe Hudson. Tho moat of the 
atories of heaven were written many con- 
turios ago, and they tell us how the place 
looked then, or how it will look conturies 

ahead, Would you not like to know how 
#t looka now? That is what Iam going to 
tell you, I was thero this morning, Thaye 
just got bask. How I got into that olty of 
the aun I know not, Which of the 12 gates 
Tontored is to me uncertain, But my firat 
remembrance of the soone ja that I stood 
on one of the main avenues, looking this 
way and that, lost in raptures, and the air 
no fall of musfo, and redolence, and laugh: 
tor and light, that I knew not which atreot 
to take, when an angel of God accosted me 
and offered to show me the objects from 
atreet to street, and from mansion to man- 
sion, and from temple to temple, and from 
wall to wall, I said to the ang “How 
Jong hast thou been in heaven?” and the 
‘anawor camo, “ Thirty-two years according 
to tho earthly calendar,” There was 4 
secret about this angel's name that was 
not givon to me, but from the tenderness, 
‘and ayeetnons, and affection, and interest 
taken in my walk through heaven, and 
more than all in the fact of thirty-two 
years’ realdonce, the number of years since 
pho ascended, I think it was my mother, 
Old ago, and decrepitude, and the tired 
look were all gone, but I think it was she. 

Tlooked in for » few moments at the 
great Temple. Onur brilliant and lovely 
Scotoh essayist, Mr, Drummond, says there 
fs no churoh in heayon, buthe did not look 
for it on the right street, Saint John wax 
right when in his Patmosio vision, rocord- 
ed jn third chapter of Revelation, he spoaks 
of “Tho Temple of my God.” Tnaw it this 
morning; the largest churoh I ever saw; a8 
big aa all the churches of the enrth put to- 
gethor, and it was thronged. Oh, what a 
multitude! I had never seen 80 many 

eople together, All the audiences of all 
he charchos of all the earth put togethor 
would make o poor attendance compared 
with that aRdomiblice! ‘There was a fash- 
on in attire and head-dress that immedi- 
ately took my attention. The fashion was 
white. All in white, save One, And the 
head-dress was a garland of rose, and lily, 
and mignonotte, mingléd with green leaves 
culled from the Royal Gardens, and bound 
together with bands of gold. 

And I saw some young men with a rin 
on the finger of the right hand, and sail 
tomy accompanying angel, “Why those 
rings on the fingers of the right hands?” 
and I was told that those who wore them 
were prodigal sons, and once fed swine in 
the wilderness, and lived on husks, but 
they came home, and the rejoicing Father 
said, ‘Put a ring on his hand.” 

But I said there was one exception to 
this fashion of white pervading all the 
auditorium and clear up through all the 
galleries. It was the attire of the One who 
presided in that immonse Temple, The 
ohiefest, the mightiest, the loveliest per- 
son in allthe place, His cheeks seemed 
to be flushed with infinite beauty, and His 
lips were eloquence omnipotent, But His 
attire was of deep colors, Thoy suggested 
the carnage through which He had passed, 
and Isaid to my attending angel, ‘What 
is that orimson robe that He wears!” and 
I was told, ‘They are dyed garments 
from Rozrah,” and “He trod the wine 
press alone.” 

Soon atter I entered this temple they be- 
gau to chant the celestial litany. It was 
unlike anything I had ever heard for sweet- 
ness or power, and I have heard the most 
of the great organs, and the most of the 
great oratorios, Isaid to my accompany- 
ing angel, ‘‘Who fw that standing yonder 
with the harp?” and the answer was, 
“David!” And I said, ‘‘Who is that 
sounding that trumpet?’ and the answer 
was ‘'Gabricl!'’ And I said, ‘‘Who is that 
at the organ?” And the answer was 
“Handel!” And the musio rolled on till it 
came to a doxology extolling Christ him- 
self, when all the worshippers, lower down 
and higher up, a thousand gallories of 
them, suddenly dropped on their knees 
ond chanted, ‘‘Wortby is the Lamb that 
was slain.” Under the overpoworlng 
harmony I fell back. Isaid, ‘Let us go. 
This is too much for mortal ears. I can- 
not bear tho overwhelming symphony. 

But I notieed as I was about to turn 
away thaton the steps of the altar was 
something like the lachymal, or toar- 
bottle, as I had seen it in the earthly 
museums, the lachrymals, or tear-bottles 
into which the Orientals used to weep their 
griefé and sot them away as sacred. But 
thie lachrymal, or tear-bottle, instead of 
earthenware as those the Orientals used, 
was lustrous and fiery with many splen- 
dors, and it was towering and of great oa- 
pacity. And I said to my attending angol 
“What is that great Inchrymal, or tear 
bottle, standing on the step of the altar?” 
and the angel said, ‘Why, do you not 
know? That is the bottle to which David, 
the Psalmist, referred in hia fifty-sixth 
Pealm, when he said, ‘Pot thon my tears 
in Thy bottle.’ It is fulbof teara from 
earth; tears of repentance; tears of bo: 
reavemént, tears of joy; teara of many 
centuries.” 

As I was coming out of the Temple I 
saw all along the pictured walls there were 
shelyes, “and golden vials were being set 
upon those sholves, And I said,«''Why the 
sotting up of those vials at this time? They 
seem just now to have beon filled,” and the 
attending angel said, ‘he week of Prayor 
all around the ourth has just closod, 
and more supplications have been made 
than have boon made for a long while, and 
thone now vials, newly sot up, are what the 
Bible speaks of as ‘golden vinls full of 
odors, which are the prayors of eaints.’”” 
And I said to the accompanying angel, 
"Can it be possible that the prayers of 
earth are worthy of being kept in such 
heavenly shape?’ ‘‘Why,” said the angel, 
“there is nothing that so movos heaven as 
the prayers of earth, and they are set up 
in sight of these infinite multitudes, and, 
More than all, in the sight of Christ, and 
He cannot forget them, and they are before 
Him world without end,” 


Thon we oame out, and as the Temple is 
always open, and some worship at one 
hour and others at othor hours, we passed 
down tho stroot amid the throngs coming 
to and going from the Great Temple, And 


we passed along through a stroot called 
Martyr Place, and we met there, or saw

DR. DOUGLAS DEAD, 


The Well-Known Methodist Divine Suc- 
cumbs to His Iiness, 


MontreaL, Feb, 12.—Rey, Dr. Douglas 


ago his feet wore amputated and this super- 
induced death. 

Probably the best known figure in 
Methodist circles in Canada was Rey, Dr, 
Donglas. The veteran lost his aight early 
in life when working o# a missionary 
Jamaion, Undeterred by this adverse for- 
tune, young Douglas maintained his 
studies and was soon called to the ministry. 
As® professor in the Wesleyan Collegeshe 
was well known, His eloquence was of 
much value to the church, for a9 a raiser 
of funds the "Blind Man Eloquent” was 
most successful, 

Some two yonra ago Dr, Donglas created 
4 great sensation by his adverse criticism 
of the selection of Sir John Thompson as 
Premier. ‘The Toronto Methodist Confer- 
ence, before whom the address was deliver- 
ed, was divided as to opinion regarding 
this matter, but the rev, doctor's deliver- 
ances were made the subject of comment 
all over the land. = 

Dr. Douglas was a Scotchman by birth, 
and was born in 1825. He entered the 
Methodist ministry in Canada in 1849 and 
was ordained in 1851. During his min- 
istry he was stationed at Toronto, Hamil- 
ton and Montreal, ocenpying the pulpits of 
nearly all the leading Methodist churches. 
He waa elected president of the general 
conferences of the Methodist Ohurch in 
1879, and was also for many years chair 
man of the Montreal conference,

OHBESE FROM OANADA 


A representative of the L ‘adon " Cana: 
dian Gavetto” bas an intoresting inter~ 
view with A. J. Rowson of London, who 
in ono of tho largest importers of Cana lian 
cheese. Last yoar ho handled no less 
than 160,000 boxes from the Dominion. 
Nova Scotia, he says,ia sending almost the 
bost Canadian cheese now, [tis so good 
that he binwelf bought 6,000 boxes, or 
nearly the whole of last season's make. 
The quality of the cheese from other parts 
of Canada has, Mr, Rowson says, Shown 
improvement. 

Another cause of Canadas incrensed 
trade was the shortago sia imports from 
the United States, which foll off 200,000 
choeso as compared with 1892. Now, 
that Qanadian cheese ° is being sold 
more on its merits, and is not indis- 
oriminately disposed of as ** American,” 
people do not want the Wnited States 
article. Lnst season prices were a little 
higher than usual, not only because of this 
lesser impore from tho United States, but 
because of a short make in England. 
Throughout England Od per Ib. is the 
/ usual price, and if Canadians have a pro- 
lifioc make, they must not, said Mr. Row- 
son, expect more than bhe market price. 
Up to three years ago the price .was 8d, 


but merchants here cannot and will not Ritchie's, 


pay sucha sum, especially Seeing that 


Now Zealand cheese of good quality is now 
obtained at the lower figure, 
Mr. Rowson has only one serious com 
: plaint to make regarding the trade but 
this, unhappily, 13 pon the old question 
of packing. The Nova Scotia cheese so 
favorably commented on 18 generally 
soundly packed, and so is the product 
from points west of Toronto. From other 
points the boxes are seemingly made of 
very cheap brittle wood, and yas cap only 
be expected, many of them are broken in 
transit. Our tepresentative was shown 
a number of these boxes—some from 
Bollevillo—in Mr. Rowson's: warehouse. 
‘They were, as Mr, Raws n said, more lke 
flimsy bonpetsboxes than cheess boxes, 
and contrasted very unfavorably with he 
sold looking Nova Scotia boxes. 
course, scmne of the borakages are due to 
the careless handling by the stesmship 
company’s servants, 
As regards branding, Mr. Rowson 
strongly arges that all cheese should bo 
branded pot only with the month but also 
with the day of the month, as by this 
means fraud js prevented ’ 
Apart from the questions of poking, 
Mr. Rowscn’s experience as to handling 
of Canadian cheese has, it would seem. 
been satisfactory, and we may take it that 
the ou'lookfor the trade i gocd. The 
same cannot be said of butter. Few Lon- 
don dealers are now handling the Canadian 
article, They hive eustained losses on it 
in previous years, Mr. Rowson among 
the rest, and he gave it as_his belief that 
not more than 5,000 packages , were sold 
in London last ssason, New Zealand 
butter has, on the other hand, met with a 
much better reception, and =n article of 
fine quality from that colony can be ob- 
taned at one shilling a pound. One 
reason for the falling off in tae demand 
for Canadian bulter—in Londen at least— 
was, Mr, Rowson declared, the , fact that 
the product was, in some cases, not sent 
over in afresh condition. With the finest 
article coming from Dermark ard France, 
and latterly from New Zealand and Aus- 
tralia, it behooves Capadians, if they wish 
to obtain a footing in Lond jn for their 
butter, to study more closely the condi~ 
tions of the market. Mr. Rowson,bas not 
yet apparently had supplies of the winter 
creamery butter, Some of this high class 
butter should be here before lonp.

TWELVE MILLION DOLLARS, 


A Nice Little Sum a Former French-Can- 
adian Falls Heir To. 


Montreat, Feb. 16,—Desire Longlin, a 
former French-Canadian, who has lived in 
Pawtucket, RL, for a number of years, 
arrived in Montreal yesterday on his way 
to St. Constant, where he once lived. His 
opject is to obtain a certificate of his birth, 
which he claims is the only thing neces- 
sary to put him in possession of a fortune 
of $12,000,000, Longlin tells a curious 
story. Some of his ancestors lived in the 
United States and there was a sort of 
family legend to the effect that sofie of 
their ancestors were very wealthy at one 
time, but no vestige of their reputad wealth 
could be found at the time of their death. 
Desire followed his ancestors’ example and 
went to the United States to make his for- 
tune, He managed to build up a fairly 
good trade as a contractor and lived in 
éasy circumstances, unaware up to about 
two months ago that a fortune was hidden 
away in his house. About that time two 
of the children had a favorite toy in the 
shapo offa little old tin tobacco box, such 
as might be bought anywhere for five or 
ten cents, Where it came from or how 
they obtained it no one knew and noone 
cared. But one day the box opened and 
the children were unable to shut it. When 
they called some of the grown people to 
their assistance it was found that it con- 
tained several documents, yellowrwith age, 
which proved to be the will of the brother 
of Desire's grandfather, who, from accom- 
panying documents, it was proved owned 
large tracts of land in and about New 
York, which through succession now be 
comes the property of Desire and hin 
brother Oliver.

For instance, if 
aman was called a Jesuit in Quebec, it 
would be a mark of distinction, but call 
him a Jesuit in Paris and he wonld try 
and puta bullet through your head, or 
stick arapier through your lungs in the 
Boise de Boulonge next morning.

Jupgement Against the Government In the 
Suit of Gooderham & Worts. 
Orrawa, Feb, 16.—In the suit of Gooder- 
ham and Worts against the crown jndg- 
thent was given by the Exchequer Conrt 


for the distillers. The qnestion before the. 


court was whether refrigerators could be 
used in distilleries. Owing to the low 
temperature caused by the refrigerator 
2,494,967 gallons of liquor on which duty 
was paid and liquor warehoused were ia- 
creased, when afterwards measured in 
storage, by 25,712 gallons, and on this, no 
duty having beon paid, the Inland Revenue 
Departwent seized the stoff and held it in 
bond. Under the judgment this liquor 
will be released on the payment of duty 
on 5,016 gallons, which by re weighing, 
etc., was made out to be the actual de- 
ficiency. The case has been pending for 
years and the decision is of importance to 
all distillers and to the revenue. 

When the announcement of the judg- 
ment in the MoGreevy Connolly case was 
received here a reporter immediately ap- 
plied for an order to see the prisoners and 
acquaint them of the decision. A visit 
was made to the jail and Governor Kehoo 
said he had their wish long ago not to be 
seen by any newspaper mon or strangors.

YELLOW FEVER AT RIO. 


‘The Insurgents Fire on a Vessel Convey- 
ing Pationts to the Hospital. 

Rio JaNgmo, Feb. 16.—On Tuesday 
night last a launch belonging to the Ameri- 
can orniser Newark took ashore from that 
vente! several sails who had been attacked 
by yellow fever, The men were taken to 
the yellow fever hospital and the launoh 
returned to the Newark. On her way back 
her course took her close to the anchorage 
of the merchant fleet. Lying among the 
merchantmen was the insurgent steamer 
Marte. The latter fired three shots at the 
launch, but all three went wild, doing no 
damage, 

The reporter saw the captain of the 
Marte yesterday and questioned him as to 
why he had fired on the American boat, 
The captam declared he did not kuow the 
launch was American. This statemont, 
-| however, is not worthy of belief, as the 
launches belonging to the American war- 
ships are easily distinguished from those 
belonging to the other warships and from 
boats that ply about the harbor. 
landing her sick sailors the New- 
ark, under orders from Rear-Admira] Ben- 
ham, the commander of the American 
*quadron, sailed for Montevideo where ahe 
Will be disinfected, 

Wasutxatoy, Feb. 16.—The navy de- 
partment has no advices from Rio Janeiro 
eonfirming the story that Admiral Benham 
has ordered the cruisers Newark and 
Detroit out of the harbor on account of 
the spread of malignant yellow fever to 
the American merchant yeasels at the 
Gamboa docks.

York, hayoe leased this mine on royalty 
from I’, D. Ledyard, of Toronio, and haye 
built a railway to connect with the Central 
Ontario Railway, ten miles distant. 

On the east half of this same Lot 19 
several gold yeins have lately been dis- 
covered, and are being developed under 
the name of the Ledyard gold mines.

Abont two. hundred yards west of the 
shaft is a knoll intersected with quartz 
veins, also containing visible gold and rich 
sulphurets, samples of which have assayed 
$210 gold per ton. 

Besides these are several other gold- 
bearing veins which haye as yet beon only 
slightly develoyed. 

These mines are well situated and onsily 
accessable, being within ten miles both of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway and tho 
Central Ontario Railway, and are situated 
in a well-settled country where labor and 
supplies are cheap and where even low- 
grade ores would pay handsomely,

Mr. L. W. Yoemans would like to see

Mr. S. A. Moore doubted if a iailway 
onthe Front street would pay. ‘The 
horse car line did not pay, He dd nit 
approve of the city building the road. 
But of course he would liketo see the 
rood built if anyon? coyld be got to take 
hold of it. 

Mr. U, Vermilyea was strongly in favor 
ofthe road being bult. He would prefer 
to havea company doit, but he would 
bind them to built the beli line inside of 
say-D years for we certainly should have 
such a line built. If a company could not 
be got to undertake the wok the city 
should proceed with it and build at least 
the Front street line and if need be run it 
too. He belicved the road would pay 
well and that this would be a good invesc- 
ment, 

Mr. J, Lockett thought if the city had 
money to invest it would be better to use 
it in building drains, roads and sidewalks 
that are absolutely neede!. However he 
wou'd like very much to see a railway 
here, as he belicved it would bea great 
benefit to the city. He would prefer to 
haye a campany construct and operate the 
line, but if one could not be got todo so 
he would not objgct to the city doing so 
if the work wasettic ently dooeand the road 
creditably equipped and conducted, ani 
if there was a reasonable surety of a suffi- 
cieat profit being made to pay a good 
interest on the \investment, He would 
not favor giv'ng a franchise of the Front 
without bindiag the company to build the 
belt line which is also essential and should 
pay nearly as well, If Belleville had a 
good park on the water front, and accoss- 
ible from the street car line, it would be a 
good thing for the city and for the rail- 
way. 

Mr. J. W. Dunnet was not in favor of 
the city building the road, as it could not 
do so as economically as a company. It 
perhaps would not be advisable for the 
city to grant a franchise. for Front street 
and shutout the belt line, but ifa com- 
pany will not guarantee to build the 
belt line the city could get over the diffi- 
culty by stipulating that it should have 
the right to take over the road ata valu- 
ation ina certain term of years, if the 
company refused to build the belt line. 

Mr. J. L. Biggar was not in fayor of 
the city building the line as he did not 
believe it would pay. He spoke advisedly 
for he had looked up the matter yery care- 
fully. He would give a franchise of Front 
St. line if a compaay cou'd be got to build 
it. What he believed would pay was some 
kind of a combination by which the water 
power at the dam could be used to run the 
line by day and light the city by electricity 
at night, This power could be utilized 8 
monchs in theyear, The gas company 
owns this, probably the beat power *on the 
river, Some such combination arranges 
ment like this might pay, but he did not 
think the railway alone would. 

Mr, J. W, Johnston was strongly in 
favor of an electric railway and would 
much prefer to seea company build It. 
But if a company could not be secured he 
could not see any objection to the sity 
doing so provided it was reasonably sure 
that it would pay. hecity is now getting 
74 per cent. on actual cash investment in 
the gas works,andasit canfborrowat about 
4 percent., this is a good investment. If 
we can do aswell in the street railway no 
one could object. He would not favor 
giving a franchise of Front St. only, and 
leaving the belt line out, As to the pro- 
position for the city to take over the road 
after a time—if the comoany did not build 
the belt line --and dispose of it to some 
other company, he not see anything in 
this.

MIDDLETON'S VINDICATION. 


fhe General Replies to Lieut.-Col. Hough- 
ton's Charges of Cowardice. 1 
Gatxiy. Feb. 20.—Major-Goneral Sir 
Fred Middleton has been interviewed iy 
regard to Lient.-Col, Honghton’s charges 
of cowardice aud incapacity. Sir Fred 


own resources, and without any endow- 
ment or public aid whatever, showed a 
surplus of $4,000 over and above expendi- 
ture. This year we regret to annotince a 
deficit of $7,681.15, arising mainly from 
the reduced attendance of boys in resi- 
dence, the number of 1891-2 being 165, 
and in 1892-8, 188. The reduction in at- 
tendance, in thy opinion of your board, 
was owing to several causes: First, the 


financial depression which prevailed 
throughout the province ; secondly, 
the increase in the number and efli- 


ciency of the high schools and collegiate 
{ustitutes of the province during the last 
few yeurs; thirdly, the establishment of a 
number of additional residential schools 
for boys; fourthly, the opening of two 
large collegiate institutes in Toronto, 
where formerly there was but one. In 
view of the reduced atten lance, your 
board has very carefully considered how 
best to maintain the financial standiug of 
the college, ‘Iwo courses were open: one 
to secure, if possible, an increased attend- 
ance, and tho other to effect a substantial 
reduction in the expenditure, So long as 
the financial depression lasts your board is 
of the opinion that the attendance at the 
college can not be very largely increased, 
Care, however, has been taken to place its 
advantages as a residential school before 
the country, both by circular and by ad- 
yertisement, Should the attendance of 
the first two terms of the present academio 
year continue, the college will have an 
assured income of $34,000, and taking the 
expenditure of the first six months of the 
| financial year as a basia the total ex- 
penditure for the whole year should not 
exceed $33,000,

of salary. It was also provided in the 
articles of association that he should not 
employ the name of R. G, Dun & Co, ex-

“He also had a right to sign cheques for 
firm purposes only. All Mr, Wiman’s re- 
lations to Mr, Dun, who was the sole 
owner of the business, its assets, property 
of every description, goodwill and profits 
Were expressed in these papers. Wiman 
was a salaried manager for Mr, Dun with 
such powers only as the contract gave him 
with additional power to draw cheques, 
The property of R, G, Dun & Co, was 
not his property in any sense, The mon- 
eya of R. G. Dan & Co, were not his mon- 
eys in any sense, and the profits of R. G. 
Dun & Co, not his profits, and yet by vari-

Wiman 
being in urgent straits for money directed 
the cashier of R, G. Dunn & Co, to make 
out a cheque to the order of Mr. Bullinger 
and instead of transmitting it to him in 

payment of his account deliber- 
ately fed the name of E. W. Bullinger 
on the back of the cheque and deposited it 
in his own credit in his own bank. ‘The 
account of Bullinger on the books of the 
firm was dobited with that houee in the 
usual course of time. I need hardly say 
that these acts of Wiman’s were wholly

OLO COUPLE FOULLY MURDERED. 


Terrible Double Tragedy in the State of 
New York, 


Monriseito, N. Y., Deo. 24.—Sullivan 
county is again called upon to chronicle 
double murder, The yictims of this 
tragedy are Jacob A. Moore and Mrs. 
Jane Raymond, his housekeeper, two aged 
residents of Bushyille, five miles north of 
here, Mr. Moore was 85 and Mrw, Ray- 
mond was 90 years of age. 

The crime was discovered by William 
Beebe, a young son of Richard Beebe, a 
farmer residing near by yesterday morning. 
Young Beebe had been wont by his father 
with basket full of potatoes to the old 
people and on reaching the house knocked 
for admittance, No one responded and he 
opened the door, A horrible sight met 
iagaze. On the floor with upturned faces

Yon sit looking over 
the taffrail of the yacht or ocean steamer 
watching and waiting to see what new 
thing the God of beauty will do with the 
Atlantic, It is the ocean in transfigura- 
tion; it. is the marine world casting its 
garments of glory in the. pathway of the 
Almighty av He walke the deep; it ts an 
inverted firmamont with all its stars gone 
down with it, No picture can present it, 
for photographer's camera cannot be suo- 
cessfully trained to catch it, and before it 
the hand of the painter drops its penoil 
oyerawed and powerless. This phosphor- 
escence is the appearance of myriads of 
the animal kingdom rising, falling, play- 
ing. flashing, living, dying. These lumi- 
nous animaloules for nearly one hundred 
and fifty years have been the study of 
naturalists and the fascination and solemn- 
ization of all who have brain enough to 
think. Now, God, who puts in His Bible 
nothing trivial or useless, calls ‘the atten- 
tion of Job, the greatest scientist of his 
day, to this phosphorescence, and as the 
leviathan of the deep sweeps past, points

Look at 
the family record, or the almanac, or into 
the mirror, and see if any one of you ie 


where you were. All in motion. Other 
foet may trip, and stamble, and 
halt, bnt the feet of not one mo- 


ment for the last sixty centuries has 
tripped, or stumbled, or halted, Moving 
on! Soofety moving on! The world 
moving on! Heaven moving on!’ The 
universe moving on! ‘Time moving on! 
Eternity moving on! Therefore, it is 
absurd to think that we ourselyes can 
stop, a8 we must move with all the rest, 
What influence will wo leave in this world 
after we have gone through it? *‘None!” 
answer hundreds of voices, ‘‘we are not of 
the immortals. Fifty years after we are 
out of the world it will be aa though we 
never inhabited it.” Yon are wrong in 
saying that, I pass down through this 
audience and up through these galleries, 
and I am looking for someone whom I 
cannot find. I am looking for one who 
will haye no influence in this world'100 
years from now, But I have found the 
man who has the least influence, and I 
inquire into his biatory and 1 find that by 
& yes or no he decided some one's eternity, 
In time of temptation he gave an affirma- 
tive or a negative to some temptation 
which another, hearing of, was induced to 
j decide in the same way, Clear on the 
other side of the noxt million yours may be 
the first you hear of the long-reaching 
influence of that yes or no, but hear of it 
you will, You will make the path toshine 
after you or blacken after you, Kvery 
man, every woman, atands at a point 
where words uttered, or deeds dono, or 
prayers offered, decide opposite destinies 
and oppoulte eternities, We are all plant 
ing trees that will yleld frnit hundreds 
of years after we are dead: orchards 
of goldon fruit, or groves of deadly upas. 
Tam so fascinated with the phosphores- 
cence in the track of a ship that I have 
sometimes watched for along while, and 
have seen nothing on tho race of the deep 
but blackness, ‘The mouth of watery | 
chanma that looked like gaping jaws of 
hell, Not a spark an big as the firefly; not 
8 white scroll of surf; not a taper to illum- 
inate the mighty sepulobres of dead ships; 
darkness 8,000 fect deep; and more thon: 
sands of feet long and wide, That is the 
kind of wake that a bad man leaves be- 
hind him as he plows through the ocean of 
this life toward the vaster ocean of the 
great future,

can no more destroy his life than they can

There wero in the seventaonth century 
mon and women whose names you never 
heard of who are to-day  fofluencing 
schools, colleges, churches, nations. You 
can no more measure the gracious results 
of thelr lifetime than you could’ measure 
the length, and breadth, and depth of the 
phosphorescence last night following the 
shipof the White Star Line 1,500 miles 
ont atsea, How .the courage and con: 
oration of othera inspires us to follow, asa 
General in the Amorican army, gool, amid 
the flying bullets, inspired a trembling 
soldier, who sald afterwards, ‘'I was near- 
ly soared to death, bat D.saw the old man’s 
white monstaohe oyer his sboulder, aud 
wont on.” Ayo, we areall following some- 
body, either in right or wrong direotions, 
A taw days ago 1 atood beside tho garland- 
ed casket of a Gospel miniater, in my 
remarks had occasion to recall a snowy 
night in rmhouse, when I was a boy, 
and an evangelist spending a night at my 
fathor's hotse, who said. something so 
tendor and beautiful, and impressive that 
it lod ma into, the kingdom of God, and 
decided my destiny for this world and the 
next. You will, before twenty-four hours 
go by, moot.aome man or woman with a big 
pack of care and trouble, and you may say 
something to him or her that will endure 
until this world shall haye.beon so far lout 
in the past that nothing but the etretch of 
angelic memory will be able to realize that 
it ever oxisted at all. Iam not talking of 
remarkable men and women, but of what 
ordinary folks oan do. I am not speaking 
of the phosphorescence in the wake of « 
“Campania,” but of the phosphorescenoe 
in the track of n Newfoundland flashing: 
smack, God makes thunderbolts ont of 
sparks, and out of the small words and 
doeds.of.a small life He o4n, launch a power 
that will flash,.and burn and thunder 
through the eternities Many a babo 
that died at six months. of age by the 
anxiety oreated in the parent's heart to 
meet that child in realms seraphio ia living 

et in the transformed heart and life of 
throne parente, and will live on forever in 
the history of that family. If this be the 
opportunity of ordinary souls, what is the 
opportunity of those who have especial in- 
tellectual, or social, or monetary equip- 
ment? Haye you any arithmetio capable 
of estimating the influence of our good 
and gracious friend who & féw days ago 
went up to rest—George W. Childs, of 
Philadelphia? From @ newspaper that was 
printed for thirty years without one word 
of defamation, or scurrility, or soandal, 
and putting chief emphasis on yirtue and 
charity, and clean intelligence, hp reaped a 
fortune for himself, and then distributed a 
yast amount of it among the r and 
struggling, putting bis invalid and aged re- 
porters on pensions, until his name stands 
everywhere for large-hoartednéss and sym- 
pathy and help and highest style of Chris- 
tian gentleman, In ‘ap era Which had in 
the chairs of its journaliami a Horace 
Greoley, and a Henry J, Raymond, and a 
James Gordon Bennett, “and an Erastus 
Brooks, and a George William Curtis, and 
an Irenwns Prime; none of them will 
be longer remembered than George W. 
Childs. Staying away from the unveiling 
of the monument he had reared at large 
expense in our Greenwood in of

‘There will be six 
times as much cream left in the milk by 
using the creamer than by the separator 
and twice as muoh by shallow pans as by 
the oreamer, Keep cream sweet uutil 
there is onongh for a churning, Twenty- 
four hours before churning warm cream 
to about 60°, Have the oream ripe before 
bemaning to churn and warm it slowly, 
and have it at a proper temperature when 
churned, When fresh cream is added the 
whole lot. should be stirred.
